The Brighton Aquarium. 


[From the Popular Science Monthly] | 

One of the largest and most successful | 
aquaria anywhere is that at Brighton, | 
Englund, It isa private enterprise, and | 
of very recent origin. It was originated | 
by Mr. Edward Birch, an English en-| 
gineer of nete, who organized a stock | 
compaoy with a capital of $400,000. The | 
work of contruction was begun in 1869, 

d the building was formally thrown | 
open to the public in August, 1872. The! 
building stands upon the seu-beach, in 
front of the Marine parade, its roof being | 
a little below the level of that promenade. | 
It has total length of seven hyndred and | 
tifteen teet, with a width of ane bnadred | 
fect.

The interior is divided into two) 
corridors, on vither side of which stand 
the tavks containjog the fish. The domi 
nant style of archijectyye is the [talian, 
and highly opnate. The roof of the cor 
ridors is arched and groined, ‘‘consti ucted 
of varigated bricks, supported on columns 
of Bath stone, polished serpentine marble 
and Aberdeen granite. The Gapital of 
each column is elaborately carved ip 
some appropriate marine device, while 
the floor, in correspondence, is laid out 
in eccaustic titles.” The tanks number 
forty-one, and their fronts are made ot 
plate glass,.one inch thick, divided into 
sheets three feet wide and six feet high, 
supported by upright iron mullions.
